Situation Alarming 

According to a statement sent out 
bv Dr. Walter M. Dickie, secretary of 
the state board, there have been 500 ■ 
cases reported within the past t\vo * 
weeks and no less than 5()0() cases this ; 
year. Since the first of the year there 
have been 400 deaths from the di- 
ease and an aveuage of 44 children are 
dv^ing in this stale monthly from 
diphtheria. 

Dr. Dickie gives the following 
causes for the epidemic: “Failure ( f 
parents to regrard children’s sore 
throat seriously; failure of physicians 
to take throat cultures and rc])ort 
diphtheria cases to the proper author¬ 
ities; failure of health ollicers to hold 
patients in (piarantine for a sullicient 
length of time; failun* of communities 
to locate and control diphtheria car- 
riers.” 

The statement continues: Lnles.s 

the regulations of the State Board ot 
Health ai*' rigidly enforced at once in 
every community, diphtheria will 
exact a tremendous loll in childrens 
lives this winter. If the situation 
does not improve ,the State Board will 
take drastic action.”

The' whole structure of civilized society lias its foundation 

There would not be any 
schools to send chiidreii to nor any protection to lite anc 
property at home or abroad if it were not tor the law. 

The people who are protesting against the enlorcement ot 
one section of the law, owe every item of their well being anc 
their safe existence to law. If everybody began picking out 
the sections of law that displease them and reiusing to 
obey because such sections interfered with person^ hbeity, 
society would be in a*pretty- mess in no time at all.

Everyone loves a fern bed and 
every home has some corner and spot m 
where one can be made. g 

The right situation for a fern bed 
is the place where it is shady through m 
the hot hours of the day all the year || 
around. You can find a place like this g 
along the north side of a house, gar- | § 
age or fence, or under an evergreen 1 ^ 
tree, such as an oak or pine tree. g 
A fern bed is beautiful every day of I » 
the year. It is cool and refreshing in 1 | 
the summer, clean and dignified in the 1 S 
winter. The most charming fern beds ; | 
are those in which the ferns are inter- j S 
spersed with begonias and other | 
shade-loving plants. These plants i * 
brighten up the bed and give it more j | 

I interest. ♦u ■ I 

j In preparing a place to have the i g 
fern bed, the ground should be spadei ^ | 
up to a depth of one foot or more and ; I 
leaf-mouhl or well-rotted stable j 
nure mixed with the soil until it is 1 
loo.^e and pliable. The ferns and ■ 
other plants should be planted about 
one foot apart and soaked with water . 
as soon as planted. The bed should | 
alwavs be kept rather damp, and on ; 
hot days it would not hurt to sprinkle j 
I the bed two or three times a day. i 
1/ ! Ferns are native to swampy ground j 
' and they do not mind getting their j 
feet wet. - / 

The hardie.st ferns and the ones that 
are grown with the greatest success j 
here are the W'oodwardia ferns and 1 
the Sword fenis. The W'oodwardia j 
ferns should he planted in the back- | 
ground, as they are taller. Fuchsias ^ 
look well in the background also, and - 
sometimes climb up on the houj^ , 
almost like vines. Their bright col¬ 
ored blossoms, in contra.st, are verj 
handsome. 

The dwarf bedding begonias are 
I splendid for planting among the ' 
i sword ferns. They bloom every day 
i of the year, even their foliage is , 

1 pretty. These come in cither red or 
1 pink. The taller varieties of bego- 
' nias, of which there arc a great many, 

! can be planted towards the back ot 
' the bed and the dwarf varieties in the 
: front. Other good flowering and foli- 
! age plants for the fern bed are forget- 
menots, primro.ses, cyclamen, cinera- 
I ries, coleus, aspidistra and aucuba. 

! After the fern bed is establi.shed, a | 
dressing of leaf-mould and commer- 
I cial fertilizer should be applied three 
or four times a year, and all dead or 
I yellow fronds clipped from the ferns. 

' Missing plants should be replaced 
with new ones.

Requires Definite Plan 

’The tree growth on the stretTs of 
the averag(‘ Americtin town or city is 
rag’ged ami unicempt in appearance, 
while that of the suburbs or .simill viL 
Iag(' olte-n i.s not mueh better unl(‘ss 
the fdanting has been dom* under 
munieipid eontrid, <and the plantings 
on a street have been conlined to a 
ingle kind of tice. The telegraph, 
the teh'phone .the electric light, and 
trolh'y car htive atlded their share to¬ 
ward the mutilation or <l<*struction of 
the good tre('s that were in existence 
at the time of their coming. 

Faulty methods of pruning have 
caused disligurt*ment and ruin. “Suc¬ 
cess follows the careful planting of 
good trees which aie given ade(|uate 
rmoti'ction ami timely attention,’’ says 
farmers’ Bulletin 12()D, Planting and 
^ are of Strm-t 'frees, just issui'd hy 
the United States Department of Ag- 
li* ulture. “Every tree should be 
l.i.d'iel to it.s jii’oper form wliile 
young, so that .seven* pruning w ill not 
h*‘ I' »cessary later, (hoards ary neces- 
too. for .■;(*veral yeai.-. 

“To tlu* mutilation of severe prun¬ 
ing has been adihd the destruction of 
manv trees m centf'rs of business be¬ 
cause they exclmh* a little light, or 
made the store less prominent, or 
wen* somewhat in the way of losing 
the sidewalk for merchandise.’’ 

Unpaid ( oininission Dot .s IU*st Work 

Tlu* Bulletin insists tluit providing 
shade on city stn'ots is as much a 
inunicifial function as proviiling lights 
or sidewalks and should, therefore, Ik* 
cared for by [luhlic officials. Probably 
the most (‘flicient way arranging 
for proper supervision, it says, is 
tbrougb an unpaid commission of 
tliKu* or live members, which in turn 
einjdoys an (‘xecutive officer. Methods 
of organization are described, and 
nuim^rous illustrations show how trc'es 
should h(‘ planted. There are chapters 
also describing pruning, spraying, 
transplanting ,and otlier subjects of 
importance to every town or city 
w hether it has trees or washes to have* 
them.
